despair and grief is reached o n the 
instant that the reaso n fo r it beco m es 
apparent; thereafter it o ccu pies itself 
fo r a reaso n in the gradu al pro cess o f 
w earing itself o u t. 
Tim e is the g rea t 
healer o f hu man wo o , end if in the 
darkness o f despair o ne tiny ray o f 
ho pe can filter thro u gh, an au to m atic 
rebo u nd to the no rm al co nditio ns o f 
life qu ickly fo llo ws. 
The death o f a 
lo v ed o ne wo u ld no t 
be 
endu rable, 
were it no t fo r tha t Ho pe dares to 
reach bey o nd the grav e. 
Fo r three day s fo llo wing he r dis­ 
co v ery o f Bo b McGraw’s 
name w ritten 
beneath the sweat-band o f the o u t­ 
law s’s hat, Do nna Co rblay lay o n her 
bed a t the Hat Ranch, battling with 
herself in an effo rt to refrain fro m 
thinking the terrible, 
tho u ghts 
tha t 
persisted in o btru ding them selv es u p­ 
o n her to rtu red brain. Fo r three day s, 
and the greater po rtio n o f two rig hts, 
she had cried alo u 1 to the fo u r du m b 
w alls o f the H at Ranch: 
“He didn't do it. 
He co u ldn't do it. 
My Bo b co u idn’t do su ch a thing. 
It’s 
so me terrible m istake. 
Oh, m y hu s­ 
band! 
My dear, tho u ghtless, im pu l­ 
siv e hu sband! 
Olv , Bo b! Bo b; 
Co me 
back and face them and tell them 
y o u didn’t do it. 
Only tell me, and 
i’ll believ e y o u and stick 
by 
y o u 
thro u gh ev ery thing.” 
And then the ho rrible tho u ght tha t 
he was gu ilty ; that ev en no w he w as 
being hu nted, hat less, hu ngry , w eary 
and 
thirsty —a pariah 
w ith 
ev ery 
ho nest man's hand raised against him 
—rem inded her that tho limit o f her 
w retchedness lay , n o t in the fact tha t 
he r faith in him had been shattered, 
bu t in the mo re appalling co nscio u s­ 
ness that he wo u ld no t cam e back to 
her! 
Wild herald o f wo e and death 
he had flitted into her life—as ca re ­ 
lessly as he came he had departed, 
and she knew' he wo u ld no t co me 
back. 
Yes, Bo lj was to o shrew d a m an no t 
to realize that in abando ning his ha t 
he had left behind him the ev idence 
that m u st send him to the penitentiary 
sho u ld he ev er retu rn

And then she wo u ld think o f him 
as she had seen him tha t first night, 
leaning o n F riar « Tu ck's neck and gaz­ 
ing at her in the dim gho stly light o f 
a 
green 
sw itch-lantern—telling 
her 
w ith his ey es that he lo v ed her. 
She 
recalled his little m o cking inscru table 
smile, the manho o d tha t had wo n her 
to him when first 
they 
met, 
and 
ag ain st all this’ she rem em bered that 
she had presented him with the hat 
which the 
ex press 
m essenger 
had 
sho wed her—she had seen him w rite 
his nam e in indelible pencil u nder the 
le a the r sweat-band! 
S he knew' he had ridden no rth fro m 
San Pasqu al the night befo re the ho ld­ 
u p—and thirty -fiv e miles w as as m u ch 
as o ne small ho rse co u ld do in the 
desert between the ho u r at which Bo b 
bad left her and his presu m able a r­ 
riv al at Garlo ck, w here he lay in w ait 
‘fo r the stage. 
T he au to m atic gu n, 
the hat, the khaki clo thing, the blu e 
bandanna 
handkerchief 
which 
the 
bandit had u sed fo r a m ask, the fact 
tha t he was m o u nted—all had po inted 
to her hu sband as the bandit. B u t the 
descriptio n o f the ho rse was at v ari­ 
ance w ith the facts, and m o reo v er— 


Do nna tho u ght o f this o n the third day 
i— w here had Bo b go tten 
that, 
rifle 
w ith w hich he killed the ex press m es­ 
sen g er’s ho rse? 
H e had no rifle w hen he entered 
flan P asqu al tha t first night, and he 
ba d had no ne w hen he left. T he ha rd ­ 
w a r e sto re, alway s clo sed 
a t 
eight 
cfelo ek, and it had been ten o ’clo ck 
w hen Bo b left the H at R anch—so he 
co u ld no t hav e pu rchased a rifle in 
San Pasqu al. 
H e co u ld no t hav e go t­ 
ten it in the desert between San P a s ­ 
qu al and Garlo ck, fo r In the d esert 
men do no t sell their gu ns, and if 
B o b bad taken the gu n by fo rce fro m 
iso me lo ne pro specto r, no ws o f his act 
wo u ld hav e drifted into San P asqu al 
n ex t day . 
It w as then tha t D o nna ceased so b­ 
bing and co m menced to think, fo r ev en 
. <if her head inclined her to weigh the 
ev idence 
and 
ren d e r a v erdict, he r 
tjenrt was to o lo y al to accept it. 
T he 
m em o ry o f Bo h M cGraw w as alway s 
with he r— his hu m o ro u s bro wn ey es, 
the swu ng to his big bo dy as he walked 
|» eside her, his gentleness, Ins u nfail­ 
in g co u rtesy , his alm o st bo mbastic be­ 
lief in h im self—no , it w as no t po ssible 
that he co u ld be a hy po crite. 
Tlfat 
perv e rse streak in him, the heritage 
o f his Irish fo rbears, wo u ld no t hav e 
perm itted him to ru n fro m the m es­ 
senger. The man with co u rage eno u gh 
to tu rn o u tlaw and ro b a stage hu d 
co u rag e eno u gh to kill his man, and 
H o b M cGraw wo u ld hav e fo u ght it 
o u t in the o pen. He wo u ld nev er hav e 
ta ke n to the shelter o f a sand du ne 
an d fired fro m am bu sh. Bo b McGraw*, 
flu ting brains, wo u ld hav e killed the 
m e ssen g e r and go ne back fo r his bat! 
lie w&a to o cu nning a fro ntiersm an to 
leav e a trail like that behind him and 
f t was no part o f hi» natu re to do a 
fj*Hwu > jo b. Still the m an who had 
fo bbed that stage had had no ho bbles 
o n Uts co u rage. 
Why , if he 
he m u st 
hav e bad g reaso n fo r no t caring to 
jreem o r that hat— 
* 
W hen the desert bred think, they 
think 
qu ickly ; 
the ir co nclu sio ns are 
lo fU'fti. 
They alw ay s « e a rth fo r tho 
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co u rage naa neo n equ al to tn at ro n- 
be ry —who had acco m plished his task 
with the calm ease 
and 
u rbanity 
which 
pro claimed 
him 
a 
finished 
pro du ct o f his pro fessio n, sho u ld hav e 
argu ed the qu estio n w ith 
the 
m es­ 
senger at g reater length! 
H e sho u ld 
hav e dispu ted w ith him po ssessio n o f 
the hat, fo r in the dcser 
a hat is 
m o re than a hat. 
It is a m atter o f 
life and death, and w hen the o utlaw* 
had abando ned his ha t it m u st hav e 
been becau se he knew w here he co u ld 
secu re a n o ther 
befo re 
day 
sho u ld 
daw n and find him bareheaded in the 
o pen. 
H ad Bo b been the ro bber he 
wo u ld hav e rem em bered that his nam e 
was in the hat, and rescu ed it, ev en 
at the price o f the ex press m essenger’s 
life, fo r self-preserv atio n is ev er the 
first law* o f natu re. 
On 
the 
o ther 
hand, if the bandit had kno w n that 
the n am e w as in the ha t— 
The m istress o f the H at R anch ro se 
fro m he r bed, while a wild ho pe beat 
in her breast and beamed in her tear- 
dimm ed ey es. ,^he went into the ro o m 
w here she kept her sto ck o f hats and 
began a carefu l ex am inatio n o f each 
hat. N early all bo re so m e insignia o f 
o wnership. 
Derby 
hats 
inv ariably 
carried the o w ner’s initials in fancy 
gilt letters pasted inside the cro wn, 
w*hile o thers had the initials neatly 
pu nched in the sw eat-band by a pe r­ 
fo rating machine. 
H alf a do zen hats, 
apparently u nbranded, had initials o r 
nam es in fu ll w ritten in indelible pen­ 
cil inside their sw eat-bands. 
Do nna, co nsidered an au tho rity o n 
m ale headgear, was fo r the first time 
learning so m ething o f tho habits o f 
men — the to o frequ ent necessity fo r 
qu ickly identify ing o ne’s hat fro m a 
ro w o f sim ilar hats fro m the liat-ho o ks 
in 
cro wded 
restau rants. 
O u tw ardly 
the ha ts o f all m ankind resem ble each 
o ther, and fo r the first tim e Do nna 
realized that it was the habit o f m en 
to m ark them . She po ndered, 
“No w, here is a hat bearing the 
nam e o f Ja m es Pu rdy . 
Su ppo se I 
sho u ld sell this hat to Dan Penny eo o k 
(u nco nscio u sly 
she 
m entio ned 
Mr. 
Penny eo o k, who dared no t bu y a hat 
fro m her) and he sho u ld ho ld u p the 
stage and hav e the hat sho t o ff his 
head. 
T he ex press m essenger who 
pic ke ’ it u p wo u ld go lo o king fo r a 
man nam ed Ja m e s Pu rdy . P e rha ps—” 
Do nna sa t do w*n and co m m enced to 
lau gh 
hy sterically . 
She 
had 
ju st 
rem em bered tha t Bo b McGraw* had 
lo st a hat tho night he c a m ' to San 
Tasqu al. 
Do nna 
ceased 
lau ghing 
presently 
and co m m ensed to cry again 
with 
bitterness and sham e t tho tho u ght o f 
her dislo y alty to her hu sband. 
W hy 
she had n ’t so ld a hat like Bo b’s fo r a 
y ear, 
lie had lo st his ha t the night 
he sav ed her fro m the a ttac k o f the 
ho bo es, and so mebo dy had picked it 
u p. She rem em bered Bo b’s co m plaint 
at the lo ss o f his hat, becau se it was 
new and had co st him tw enty do llars! 
So me o ne in San Pasqu al had fo u nd 
it, realized its v alu e and decided to 
keep it. 
It fo llo wed, then, that the 
m an who had fo u nd tha t ha t the night 
Bo b lo st it had held u p the stage a t 
Garlo ck. 
And kno w ing o f the nam e 
u nder the sweat-band (fo r ev idently it 
was Bo b’s habit to bran d all o f his 
hats thu s) and realizing tha t the find­ 
ing o f the hat wo u ld div ert su spicio n 
fro m him , the o utlaw* had abando ned 
the hat w itho u t a fight! 
As H arley P. H ennage wo u ld hav e 
pu t it, the entire situ atio n was no w 
as clear as mu d! 
“And to think that I ev en su spected 
him fo r a ro o m er/!” D o nna wailed. 
“Oh, Bo b, w hat wid y o u think o f m e? 
I’m a bad, w o rthless, dislo y al wife. 
Oh, Bo b, I’m so so rry arid as ha m e d !” 
She was, indeed. 
Bu t so rro w and

u tes. T he resu rg en t w av e o f jo y which 
her disco v ery indu ced qu ickly ro u ted 
the la st v estige o f he r distress, and 
w o m anlike her first im pu lse, as a wile, 


was to w reak su m m ary v engeance o n 
the m an who had asso rted tha t her 
hu sband had ro bbed the stage! 
T he 
idea! She wo u ld ascertain the nam e o f 
this passenger w*ho declared tha t he 
had reco gnized the 
bandit 
as 
Bo b 
McGraw, and fo rce him to m ake a 
pu blic apo lo gy — 
No , she wo u ld no t do that. 
T o do 
so wo u ld be to presu m e tha t her Bo b 
was no t, like Caesar's wife, abo v e su s­ 
picio n, and besides, it wo u ld spo il H a r­ 
ley P .’s little jo ke o n San Pasqu al. 
And there was really no d an g e r o f 
Bo b’s arrest. 
The sheriff’s po sse was 
trailing the o ther man o u t acro ss the 
San Bernardino desert, 
while 
Bo b 
serenely u nco nscio u s 
o f 
the 
fu ro r 
created by the finding o f his lo st hat, 
was tru dging thro u gh the range, miles 
to the no rth, headed east fro m Co so 
Springs w ith his two bu rro s, circling 
acro ss co u ntry to the Co lo rado d esert 
and pro specting as he w ent. 
H er de­ 
fense o f him when he needed no ne 
wo u ld m erely serv e to 
inv ite 
the 
qu ery : “ Why are y o u so interested 
in him ?” and u ntil the day o f Bo b’s re­ 
tu rn, she did no t wish to an sw er “ Be­ 
cau se he is m y hu sband.” 
No , it wo u ld be far better to sit 
calmly by and enjo y the indu stry o f 
the m an-hu nters; then, w hen Bo b re­ 
tu rned, he wo u ld defend him self in 
his o w n v igo .'o u s fashio n, m u ch to the 
chagrin o f his accu sers and tlie co n­ 
sequent delight o f Harley 1*. IB image. 
Thinking o f Mr, H ennage rem inded 
her tha t he had sent a no te by Sam 
Singer, 
in her distress she had to r- 
go tten abo u t it u ntil no w; so , a lte r 
bathing her ey es, she o pened the en­ 
v elo pe and acqu ainted herself w ith its 
rem arkable co ntents. 
rpo rjiJji Hurley . P.I She read the 


ntstress betw een the lines 
o f 
tha t 
kindly lie that he w as In tro u ble and 
had to get o u t o f San Pasqu al 
and 
as she fingered the little ro ll o f hills 
she disco v ered no parado x in H arley 
P .’s hard face and still harder repu ­ 
tatio n and the 
o ft-repeated 
biblical 
qu o tatio n that Go d mak'-s man to H is 
o wn im age and likeness. 
A tho u sand do llars! 
Ho w well she 
knew why he had sent it! 
He feared 
tha t sh<\ like him, wo u ld 
hav e 
to 
leav e S an Pasqu al to av o id answ ering 
qu estio ns, and fearing tha t she w as 
bu t indifferently equ ipped to face the 
wo rld, he had refrained fro m asking 
qu estio ns. 
Instead he had equ ipped 
her, and in his u nassu m ing way had 
departed 
w itho u t 
w aiting 
fo r 
her 
than ks o r leav ing an address 
infall­ 
ible ev idence that he desired n either 
her gratitu de no r the retu rn o f the 
mo ney .

and happy ; and able to cro ss sw o rds

P icke tt

m o re tha n a go skhiner ho pe o f fo il­ 
ing her.

An 
attack, 
w hether by innu endo o r direct a s se r­ 
tio n, o n sister’s v irtu e is ev er the first 
weapo n o f a mean en d disappo inted 
wo m an, and hav ing no o ther charm s 
to speak o f, Miss P icke tt cho se to a s ­ 
su m e tha t o f su perio r v irtu e; so w ith 
the su btle stiiu , o f her species, she 
su nk h i po iso n ho me.

“ Well, fo lks will 
t a l k—y o u 
kno w 
tha t.” 
“ Of 
co u rse 
I 
kno w 
they 
will. 
T ha t’s the ir , riv ilege, 
Miss 
Pickett, 
and I’m no t at all interested, I assu re 
y o u .” 
She sm iled patro nizing’y at the 
po stm istress. 
“ W hen I w ant Ho me­ 
bo dy to pro tect my go o d name, Mies 
I’ickeit, I’ll send fo r a man. 
rnt.il 
the n y o u m a y co nsider y o u rrelf re­ 
liev ed o f the task.” 
“ Well, w hen peo ple 
kno w 
y o u 'v e 
kept a desperate c ha ra cter—” 
“ W ho kno ws it, Miss P ickett? I)o 
y o u ?” 
Miss P ickett was fo rced to ackno w ­ 
ledge tha t she did no r, and u nder a 
ho t. v o lley o f qu estio ns fro m Do nna ad­ 
m itted fu rther tha t no t a so u l in San 
Pasqu al had ev en hinted to her o f 
su ch a co ntingency . 
To o 
late 
the 
spin ster realized that she had, figu ra­ 
tiv ely speaking, placed a ’li o f her eggs 
in o ne bu cket and scram bled them. 
D o nna realized it to o . 
Fo r ¡he i h . t 
tim e in her life she was angry , ul- 
Liiu u ak n o t fo r WQilOa wo u ld she per­ 


mit Miss Pickett to realize it. 
Bho 
had the po stm istress o n the defensiv e 
no w, and she w as determ ined to keep 
he r there; so , in calm gentle co m ­ 
m iserating to n e s D o nna read the rio t 
act to the em barrasse d go ssip. M ental­ 
ly . mo rally , phy sically 
and 
so cially , 
she was Miss P icke tt’s su perio r and 
Miss P ickett kn ew this; her in stinc­ 
tiv e kno w ledge o f it placed her a t a 
disadv antage an d fo rced her lo listen 
to a few elegantly wo rded rem arks o n 
charity , the fo lly o f play ing the pa rt 
o f gu ardian o f a siste r’s mo rals a n d 
the in n ate u a stin e ss o f thro w ing mu d. 
K mas a ra re gru eling 
that 
Do nna 
gav e Mess P ic ke tt; th 
pity o f it w as 
that Mr. Hennage* co u ld no t hav e been 
the re to listen to it. 
The po stm istress 
was co nfo u nded. 
She co u ld think o f no thing to say in 
reply u ntil the right m o ment fo r sa y ­ 
ing it had fled; an d her pride fo rbade 
he r ackno w ledging defeat by to ssing 
her head an d walking o u t with a grand 
air o f inju red inno cence. In the end 
s he lo st her co m po su re entirely , fo r 
while Do nna’s rem arks had seem ed 
designed fo r the “fo lks” who m Miss 
Pickett seem ed to fear m ight “talk,” 
the latter kn ew tha t in realty they

To be fo rced to lisitn to an alm o st

castigatio n

Co rblay was to o great a tax u po n 
M iss P ickett’s lim ited po wers o f en­ 
du rance.

the eating ho u se; no t, ho wev er, u ntil

ackno w ledging her defeat and hu m ili­ 
atio n and presenting to San P asqu al 
tha t m ean est o f all m ean sights, a 
m o an o ld m aid, in a rage, weeping 
u ntil her ey es and no se are red. 
In the aftern o o n Do nna had a v isit 
fro m a W ells F argo A Co mpany detec­ 
tiv e. H e w as a large fatherly perso n, 
w ho m ight hav e had girls o f his o w n 
a s o ld as D o nna, and he stated his 
m issio n w itho u t em barrassm en t o f pre­ 
lim inary v erbal skirmishing.

When the American Rod Cross an d tho American Fun d for Fren ch 
Woun d ed , a t the request of Mon sieur Mirmn n , the famous prefect of the d is­ 
trict, sen t d octors an d n urses to take care of them, they foun d their min d s 
an d bod ies in frightful ways from the un speakable thin gs they had seen an d 
been livin g through. Some of them were like wild thin gs. Some of them will 
n ever have all their men tal faculties; yet the min d s of even these most tragic 
on es are becomin g clearer, an d all of the emaciated little bod ies are roun d in g 
out. 
The American Red Cross has mad e the barracks whore they live all cozy 
an d pretty in sid e; it has put swin gs an d teeter-board s on the playgroun d s, an d 
provid ed good milk an d bread an d vegetables an d eggs. On e of the latest treats 
was the Oregon apples.
